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The following interpretations of the judgments are presented as an unofficial opinion by a member of the 
jury especially delegated for this purpose. Although the Committee on Education hopes that these individual 
points of view will prove of value to the students, they cannot, however, be interpreted as the collective opin- 
ion of the jury. 


SECOND ANALYTIQUE 


The Analytique problem is as important as any submitted in the work of the Beaux-Arts Institute because 
it is the opening effort in design of the younger students just entering the field of architecture. The jury real- 
izes this fact. They do not wish to discourage any one of potential talent, nor to unduly encourage those who 
have no real aptitude for the work. Yet the jury can have no knowledge of the individual student’s capacity 
beyond what the drawings indicate. Formerly the Analytiques were restricted to a study of the Classic Orders. 
That restriction has been removed, not because the jury was unsympathetic with the Classic tradition, but be- 
cause they wished to give all the students the broadest possible latitude in their interpretation of any given prob- 
lem. They receive with favor any well drawn, well composed, convincingly presented design, complete in all 
parts, plan elevation, section and details, no matter what style, from ancient to modern, happens to be shown. 
They look with disfavor upon incomplete, poorly or sloppily presented work that indicates a lack of study, lack 
of knowledge, or both. At this initial stage of a student’s work, good draftsmanship, clean-cut rendering and 
consistent scale are more important than original or bizarre ideas. 


An examination of the two designs awarded “first mention placed” will clearly show the basis of judg- 
ment as above stated. The problem of a Family Mausoleum to be erected in a private cemetery offered many 
solutions from the conventional enclosed small classic temple to the all open colonnade about a “tree of life’— 
from the well proportioned, carefully studied classic, to the sturdy and impressive design in the modern man- 
ner. Many designs, in all the possible solutions, both of plan arrangement and architectural treatment between 
these two extremes, were submitted, several receiving first mentions, and many receiving mentions, but none were 
so complete, so well presented, or indicated such all around capacity on the part of the student as the two spe-

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CLASS “B” II PROJET 


There were two particularly important features in this projet which were stressed by the jury and had a 
great influence in determining the awards. One was the location of the restaurant proper and particularly the 
relation to the view over the river. It seemed fundamental in a program which called for a public restaurant 
built to attract “trade,” assuming as we must the river view to be worth looking at, that the restaurant should 
be arranged in conjunction with the terraces, in such fashion as to command the most extensive view over the 
river. And yet a great many projets showed this most important room closed in by kitchens and other utilities, 
and one or two even had it facing the roadway. 


The other important consideration was the somewhat intangible one of “character.” It is interesting to 
note that the Prize and the First Mention Placed drawings published are all rather imaginative in their expres- 
sion, and rightly so for that is the right kind of advertising to arrest the casual motorist and to attract the 
prospective diner. : 


Other features of the plan were, of course, important and had a great influence in determining the final 
decisions, as for instance the adequacy of the kitchen service both to the restaurant and to the terraces, a require- 
ment which was entirely neglected in most of the projets, the kitchen being entirely too small or badly placed, 
which in most cases was due to the error in esquisse in trying to balance it with the very minor coat and toilet 
rooms, Likewise the communication of kitchen service to second floor private rooms was a consideration which 


many projets overlooked, thereby showing lack of study.

CLASS “A & B” III INTERIOR DESIGN 
“A BALLROOM” 


Annually the Society of Beaux-Arts Architects spon- 
sors a Grand Period Ball for the support of the educa- 
tional work of the Beaux-Arts Institute. of Design. 
This Ball constitutes a social event of the season and 
preparations must be made for an imposing theatrical 
pageant and the accommodation of some 2,000 cos- 
tumed guests. 


The Ball is given in the ballroom of a Metropolitan 
Hotel 60 by 90 feet between the lines of support and 
35 feet high in the center. The supporting columns 
divide the room into three and five bays on the short 
and long sides respectively, and a row of balcony boxes 
nine feet above the ballroom floor project six feet into 
the room. ‘There also exists a stage on the balcony 
level at one end. Beyond the supports circulating aisles 
on both levels are connected vertically by stairways. 
These aisles are twenty feet wide on each short end 
and twelve feet wide on the sides. 


The scene of the Ball this year is laid at the Palace 
of Lorenzo the Magnificent about the year 1485. The 
stage is to be utilized for the pageant, and a flight of 
stairs or other feature may connect it to the ballroom 
floor for either processional or decorative purposes. Pro- 
visions must be made on the ballroom floor level for 
additional boxes, an orchestra of sixty pieces, and as 
many small tables as possible disposed between boxes 
and a line encroaching the side circulations. After the 
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pageant the Ball is given over to dancing and the 
decorative features of the composition must impede the 
circulation of the dancers as little as possible. 

The subject of this competition is the decorative 
transformation of the ballroom into a setting suitable to 
the character and purposes of the Ball. “The effects are 
to be achteved by the use of light material with as 
little permanent structure as possible. ‘The lighting of 
the room is also to be considered.

“A WALL DECORATION” 


A member of a country club has offered to defray 
the cost of the sculptural decoration of a wall at one 
end of a swimming pool and has stipulated that the 
material shall be of polychrome terra cotta in high 
relief, with an ornamental border or frame to enclose 
the entire sculptural decoration. 


The subject of this composition is to be appropriate 
to a club situated near the seashore and is to include 
three or more figures. 

The pool is large, with a terrace on three sides, with 
colorful table umbrellas and striped canvas chairs. 

The purpose of this wall is to prevent the sand from 
the dunes being blown into the pool and across the sur- 
rounding terrace, and while the primary object of this 
wall is protection against the wind-blown sands, it 
must be well designed and proportioned and have an 
interesting silhouette. 

The outside dimensions of the sculptural decoration 
of the wall are not to exceed 18 feet in length and 9 
feet in height, and the competitors must design a wall 
which will harmonize with these dimensions.

“® RESTAURANT ON THE WATER” 


A company having acquired a piece of land along a 
river bank, proposes to erect upon it a restaurant cater- 
ing to the trade of a large city approximately ten miles 
away. 

The property is a rectangle 150 by 300 feet, with the 
larger dimension fronting the river. The main high- 
way parallels the river and borders the property on the 
other long side. The land at this point is approximately 
20 feet above the river. 


The building is to contain on the ground floor: 
(a) Entrance and lobby. 
(b) Men’s and women’s coat rooms and toilets. 


(c) A-restaurant for about 300 people (approxi- 
mately 4,000 square feet). 


(d) Kitchen and pantry. 
(e) An open air terrace.

‘“‘s FRENCH GOTHIC WINDOW” 


When the Catholic religion began to develop its own 
artistic manifestation, it took over all the arts already 
existing without changing their fundamental principles, 
but giving them a new content. ‘To this body of pre- 
Christian art it added certain new forms demanded by 
its nature. ‘Che most important of these was stained 
glass, 

The original idea came from the Orient, but the 
glass of the Middle Ages was practically a new art. 
There was nothing pictorial about it, i. e., no realism 
and no perspective, while the subject matter was always 
contained within the limits of the stone mullions, some- 
times in large figures, more frequently in medallions 
of very varied forms containing small scriptural sub- 
jects. This art developed in the XIIth century and 
reached its greatest height in the X1IIth. Meanwhile, 
the Gothic style was developing with ever increasing 
articulation. Stained glass proved to be an art so beau- 
tiful and so appealing that the areas for its use were 
constantly increased in size, as the concentration of 
loads in the structure itself became more pronounced. 
By the XI Vth century practically all the wall between 
buttresses and piers was eliminated, the whole area 
being filled by vast windows, divided by stone mullions, 
with the arch filled in with rich and elaborate tracery. 
At first the openings were conceived as spaces to be 
filled with translucent color; later the tracery itself 
became of equal, and finally, predominant importance, 
though the voids were always considered in relation 
to the effect these translucent areas would have when 
seen from within. : 

The present problem is to design one exterior bay and 
window in the wall of the nave aisle of a typical French 
cathedral, vaulted in masonry, the height of the nave 
being 100 feet, the side aisle 50 feet, the width on 
centres of the columns and buttresses 25 feet, and the 
thickness of the wall being 3% feet. The window may 
be assumed to fill nearly the entire space, horizontally, 
between the buttresses. Not only should the tracery 
be shown, but also the armature, or metal framing to 
hold the glass and to define its patterning, i. e., the 
space to be filled with figure subjects and geometrical 
forms.
